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8. Collectors, of Customs should maintain separate records of tea c-hesta 

importod into the country not only in terms of value but also in 
terms of numbers 

9. Quotas for imports should bo h\ed ultei taking into at count this 

capacity of the indigenous industry to meet the demand ol the 
country for tea chests 

10. The Chairman ot the Centiul Tea Hoard should obtain monthly 

returns from the tea gardens indicating their stocks of indigenous 
and imported tea chests at the end of each month. The tea gardens 
should also furnish an estimate of thoir requirements of tea chests 
tor six monthly peiiods 

11. If imports are permitted from Finland, it should he stipulated that 

the supplies should be made direct ftom Finland, as dnect supply 
would ho cheaper than supply through the tea chests trade of 
London 

12. The existing protective dutx ot 80 per cent ad valoiem on imports 

should continue tor a period ot 3 years trorn April 1, 1950 

18. The tea industry should bring to the notice of the Directorate General 
of Industries and Supplies such specific defects in the tea chests 
supplied as may be noticed by them, to enable the latter to institute 
an enquiry and Luke such aotion as may be deemed necessary 

14. In order to maintain the quality of indigenous chests the Directorate 
General of Industries and Supplies should take earlv steps to collect 
contributions tvom the manufaoturei s and set up regional testing 
laboratories at Calcutta, Assam and South India 

15. Immediate steps should be taken to rolled; on the basib of actual 

sales a statutory ocss ot 8 annas pei 100 sq. ft oi plywood manu- 
factured in India. The proceeds of the cess should be partly utilised 
for conducting research at the Forest Research Institute, Dehra 
Dun, and paitly tor the Jevrlopmcni ot the industry on healthy 
lines. 

16. In view of the importance ot the export ot tea in national economy, 

and in order to reconcile the conflicting interests of the indigenous 
tea chests industiy and the tea industry, appmved factories should 
form themselves into an association and a tea chest committee 
should be formed consisting of tbiec representatives each fiom the 
approved factories association and the Indian Tea Association, 
presided over by a representative ol the Directorate General of 
Industries and Supplies 

17. All the units should maintain and toiwnid to the llonnl periodical 

statements showing detailed cost data and statistics of production 
sales and stocks. 

3. As regards the protective duty, tins has aheady been extended up tn 
December 81, 1951 under the Indian Tariff (Heeond Amendment) Aot, 1950, 

4. As regaids the other recommendations, recommendations 1, 6, 10 18, 11, 
16 and 17 concern the industries themselves whose attention is diawn to them. 
Recommend a tion 4 concerns State Governments, whose attention will he drnwji 
to it. Government will take steps to implement recommendations 2, 3 5 7, 8, 
9 and 11 as far as possible. 
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5. As regards the levy of a oess, having considered all aspects of the matter. 
Government havo come to the conclusion that it would be best ior the industry 
to make voluntary contributions to meet the expenditure on research and the 
development of this industry and methods to secure such contributions will be 
explored, 

6. Ah regards recommendation 16 about the formation of a Tea Chest Com- 
mittee it is considered unnecessary to create another committee concerned with 
Tea, there being already tbe Central Tea Board and the Tea Chest Develop- 
ment Committee. As and when necessary, howevor, special meetings will be 
called of the interests concerned together with representatives of the appropriate 
Ministries. Stops will also be taken so to reorganise the Toa Chest Develop- 
ment Committee as to include representatives of the Ministries of Agriculture 
and Commerce and, if necessary, also of the Central Tea Board.
